Shuman Urges 
Gov t Effort to 
Create Market 


CHICAGO tP - Charles B 
Shu­ 
man, newly elected president of the 
American Farm Bureau, has ap­ 
pealed for less government inter 
vention in farm production and 
more federal effort to cerate a 
market for farm goods abroad. 
Shuman spoke Tuesday night to 
the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ Cost 
Assn. meeting 
It was his first 
address since being elected Farm 
Bureau head last month. 
He warned that stiff government 
controls over agriculture encourage 
Communists, socialists and advo­ 
cates of nationalized industry 
“ I am sure that the future level 
of farm prices depends more upon 
effective government action to ex­ 
pand world trade,” he said, “ than 
it does upon government action to 
support prices at any given per­ 
centage of parity.” 
“ It is interesting to note,” Shu­ 
man said, "that practically all of 
the groups who favor nationaliza­ 
tion. socialization or a labor gov­ 
ernment in this country are in the 
forefront of the group which is de­ 
manding continuation of rigid con­ 
trols and government price fixing 
in agriculture.” 
S h u m a n , 
whose organization 
claims 1.G09.471 farm families a- 
members, said that the program of 
90 per cent of parity which helped 
the nation during wartime was a 
"tragic mistake" for peacetime 
Mast Break Trade Barriers 
‘‘Unfortunately,” he said, "bil­ 
lions of dollars worth of farm pro­ 
ducts were accumulated before the 
need for a change in direction was 
finally recognized by Congress ’’ 
With farm surpluses still piling 
up, Shuman said a breaking down 
of trade barriers is necessary to 
bring American farm produce into 
world markets. 
This means the 
United States must import more 
products from abroad to give for­ 
eign nations dollars to purchase 
American farm goods, he said. 
Shuman said the farm er’s efforts 
for a free competitive market must 
be matched by similar economic 
efforts by industry and labor. 
“ If agriculture is to place em­ 
phasis on abundant, low-cost pro­ 
duction for a free market, we on 
the farms must be given a reason­ 
able opportunity by having compe­ 
tition and free pricing in industry I 
and labor,” he said. 
Shuman was formerly president 
of the Illinois Agricultural Assn., 
the largest single state group in 
the Farm Bureau. He is a farmer 
near Sullivan, 111.

than it did in 1938 when the organ­

A. M. Hetherington, County March 
of Dimes director. 
Polio cases in the four-year per- 
i iod from 1938 to 1941 inclusive av­ 
eraged 6,984 per year. In the fotir- 
year period from 1950-53 inclusive 
they averaged 38.789 per year, or 
nearly six times as many. 
By far 
the majority of these patients were 
aided 
in part 
or in full 
by the 
March of Dimes, 
Mr. Hethering­ 
ton said. 
“Superimposed 
upon 
this Ire 
mendous drain of March of Dimes 
funds for rebuilding lives is 
the 
monumental 
battle 
to wipe 
out 
poliomyelitis 
as 
a crippling dis­ 
ease,” he stated. 
More Polio Paralysis 
“The vaccine evaluation study 
now 
under way is the 
beginning 
of what may be the final break 
through 
against 
polio,” he de­ 
clared. 
But in the meantime new bur­ 
dens face the March of 
Dimes. 
For the first five months of 
the 
1954 polio season 53 per cent of 
reported cases were paralytic, as 
compared to 48 per cent of eases 
reported for the 1953 season, Mr. 
Hetherington declared. 
Paralytic 
cases, 
of course, re­ 
quire 
more 
extensive treatment 
and longer stays in hospitals. 
Another factor in the fight 
on 
polio is emerging today. Fifteen 
years ago about one polio case in 
IO was fatal. 
Today only about 
one in 20 is fatal. One reason for 
this is that more can be done now 
to save patients’ lives. 
But a re 
suit of this is that 
the expensive 
long-term care — often continuing 
for years—has become an increas­ 
ing part of National Foundation 
planning, he said, adding: 
“Research into new techniques 
of polio treatment and profession­ 
al 
education 
so that 
these new 
techniques 
can be passed on 
to 
the medical field are being expand 
cd at a greater cost.’*

Retirement Planning. What are 
modern business firms doing to 
help employees meet retirem ent 
successfully? Here's an example 
describing * the plan set up last 
summer by the Mutual Life In­ 
surance Company of New York 
The plan is designed to condition 
employees for their forthcoming 
retirem ent. It provides a full year 
of retirem ent 
preparation, 
thus 
helping employes avoid an abrupt 
transition from the business world 
to retirement leisure. 
As the first group of older em ­ 
ployees convened, each individual 
received a copy of the book. 
How 
to Retire and Like It," and a two- 
year subscription to the magazine 
“ Lifetime Living ” They were as­ 
tonished and pleased to learn that 
during their last year with the 
company their work week would 
be reduced from five days to four 
days. 
The .second meeting of the group 
took up the problem of "What is 
Retirem ent?" Each employee was 
encouraged to look forward to re­ 
tirement, to weigh carefully his 
own values and habits, and to de­ 
cide what he would most enjoy 
and profit by in his newly added 
leisure time. 
It was emphasized 
that the retiring employee must 
feel useful, be active, gain recog­ 
nition, have companionship, and 
have something to look forward to. 
It was pointed out that these needs 
I are present in all people, whether 
' they are working or whether they 
are retired. 
Practical ways of 
utilizing leisure time were also 
suggested 
Possibilities of a part­ 
time job. useful community work. 
and church and political activities 
were among the suggestions dis­ 
cussed 
The third meeting covered the 
financial aspects 
of retirem ent, 
and there were discussions about 
the company pension plan. Social 
Security, the need for a budget, 
and how to supplement one’s in­ 
come. 
The fourth meeting was 
conducted by the company doctor. 
the fifth meeting discussed specific 
employment opportunities and hob­ 
bies for retired people, and the 
sixth meeting covered places to 
live in retirem ent. 
The seventh j 
and final meeting in the series was 
devoted to a lively discussion on 
"How to Handle Retirement With 
Zest.” 
This program is typical of the 
modern retirem ent planning, pro­ 
grams being set up by progressive 
organizations for their older em ­ 
ployees. These program s are built 
around the belief that it is not 
enough to give an employee a pen­ 
sion when he retires. 
Rather, it 


is believed that management has 
an obligation to help the retired 
employee make a satisfactory ad­ 
justment to his new’ world of free­ 
dom ami leisure time. 
Senior Successes. Benjamin Dug­
